A MASSIVE victory has been 
claimed by a Leninist front 
group after hundreds of peo¬ 
ple spent hours doing noth¬ 
ing in response to police bru¬ 
tality on Mayday. 

Activists from Globalise Re¬ 
sistance were in the front line 
on Mayday and successfully lead 
hundreds into police pens over 
two hours before anyone else 
was trapped. This shows what 
can be achieved with the cor¬ 
rect leadership. 

Front group Globalise Resist¬ 
ance brings together environ¬ 
mentalists, members of social¬ 
ist parties, Christians, pacifists 
and liberals dedicated to oppos¬ 
ing neo-liberal economics and 
corporate greed. 

Chris Flarman of Globalise Re¬ 
sistance said: "Imagine what 
could have happened if we'd all 
been united. With more people 
penned in for seven hours they 
too would have been so bored 
they'd buy Socialist Worker." 

"But we need to build on this 
victory. The next big demon¬ 
stration is in Genoa, Italy. 
Globalise Resistance has char¬ 
tered a train which will give a 
journey time literally days longer 
than flying. This provides a huge 
opportunity for paper selling." 

So let's build for Genoa. The 
train fare is only £120, little more 
than a flight would cost. 
Cheques and credit cards are 
accepted, as a one off payment 
or in instalments. Raise money 
from your friends, family, work¬ 
mates, union branch, acquaint¬ 
ances or passers-by.

THE BEST thing about 
Globalise Resistance is the 
way that we all help each 
other out with stuff and muck 
in together. 

We work alongside all sorts 
of people, even anarchists! I 
know, sometimes I have to 
pinch myself too, but really 
they aren't the monsters that 
the press make them out to be. 
Some of them are really nice. 
Of course in every group (apart 
from ours!) there is the odd 
mindless thug or hooligan, but 
we can't let these people set 
the agenda. So we happily work 
with anarchists. I have spoken 
to a few of them and they do 
seem to have some very odd 
ideas (I think that the Socialist 
Alliance getting an average of 
3% of the votes where we 
stood in the election proves 
that it is worth voting). 

They seem to think that 
leadership is a bad thing, but 
then they spend hours sitting 
around discussing what to do. 
What a waste of time! Think of 


all of the activities that they 
could be doing if they agreed 
with what my branch secretary 
calls "democratic centralism". 
While they are "discussing" and 
"reaching consensus" we are 
out on the streets doing loads 
of really important things - sell¬ 
ing Socialist Worker, getting 
people to sign petitions, selling 
Socialist Worker and loads more.

They also go on a lot about 
Kronstadt. I'm not sure who this 
Kronstadt was but apparently 
he was "well out of order". I'd 
better ask my Branch Secretary. 
We were also with our anar¬ 
chists friends on Mayday. What 
a great day. We did get hemmed 
in by the police for hours though 
which was a pain as I really 
needed to go to the toilet. We 
ended up standing about in the 
rain for hours on end, holding 
placards and selling Socialist 
Worker. This was a really big in¬ 


fringement of our Civil Liberties 
by the State according to the 
Central Committee. I have to 
ask my branch secretary about 
this, as it didn't seem that dif¬ 
ferent to any other demo I've 
been on with the SWP, where 
the CC say we are exercising 
our democratic right to protest. 
If any of you have any ques¬ 
tions about anarchism I'd say 
that you don't want to ask an 
anarchist as obviously you will 
get a biased view. Its best to 
ask someone who's been in the 
SWP for a long time, as they 
have had lots of experience of 
dealing with these people, who 
are our friends. Also some of 
them seem very argumentative, 
particularly those who are in the 
Anarchist Federation.
